A truck pulling a large backhoe stru¢k and damaged the 
southbound I-75 overpass above M-72 East forcing that sec- 
tion of the expressway to be closed for three days.

Southard Finds Miedallion 
On Fifth Day of Hunt 


Steve Southard, of Grayling, found the » 


$500 medallion on the fifth day of the nine- 
day Grayling Winter Sports Carnival 
Medallion Hunt. 

The large medallion was hanging on a 
cedar tree overlooking the East Branch of 
the AuSable River in the Riverside Nature 
Center .behind the Grayling Elementary 
School. 

Southard said clue number 5 which men- 
tioned “big bright night lights” helped start 
him and feliow medallion hunter Walt Tilson 
in the right direction. 

“Right away I thought of the football field 
lights,’’ said Southard. 

He went to the football field and walked all 
the way around it until he came to the place 
where a metal fence meets a wooden fence. 
Remembering the metal meets wood ciue, 
he went 17 posts down and then went down 
the hill as another clue instructed. 

Although Southard was in the right place, 
he had to hunt part of a couple of days to find 
the medallion on the cedar tree. 

Finding the big medallion was especially 
sweet this year for Southard. Last year, 
Southard and Tilson were near the big 
medallion four days before it was found but 
didn’t quite go far enough to find it. They 
had correctly guessed the big medallion was 
hidden at Camp Grayling and figured it 
would be near the entrance so medallidén 
hunters wouldn’t interfere with Camp Gray- 
ling activities inside the base. They walked 
around the big Camp Grayling entrance 
sign but failed to go 50 feet into the woods 
where the medallion was hid last year. 

This year, Southard said he followed his 
instincts and kept searching in the place he 
thought it was at. 

Every one of the 18 clues had a part that 
would help hunters find the big medallion. A 
dozen of the clues also had parts leading 
hunters to small medallions. 

Here are the parts of the clues that would 
help direct hunters to the big medallion: 

Clue 1 told hunters to divide all numbers 
by two. Clue 2 told hunters that the 
medallion overlooked water. Clue 3 said to 
go 17 posts from where metal meets wood 


referring to the fences. Clue 4 said the 
medallion is just down the hill. 

Clue 5 said to find some big bright night 
lights which meant the football field lights. 
Clue 6 hinted at a deep dish satellite at Mer- 
cy Hospital. Clue 7 hinted at two red lights 
that can be senn at night above Mercy Hos- 
pital. Clue 8 mentioned ‘'tire” in it and there 
are several large tires in the Grayling Ele- 
mentary playground next to the Riverside 
Nature Center. 

Clue 9 mentioned school to add another 
piece of the puzzle pointing hunters to the 
general area. Clue 10 mentioned playground 
and ladder, again referring to the elemen- 
tary playground. 

Clue 1] referred to a green door at a city 
water well building and a nearby green sign 
on the driveway leading to the Riverside 
Nature Center. Clue 12 mentioned educa- 
tion, again directing hunters to the general 
area. 

Clue 13 told hunters the river is fine. Clue 
14 mentioned the hospital. Clue 15 hinted at 
woodpecker holes. There was a pine tree 
with conspicuous woodpecker holes behind 
the 17th post of the wooden fence. The next 
clue, number 16, told hunter to go 10 paces 
from the woodpecker holes toward the river 
to find the cedar tree. 

Clue 17 mentioned the ‘‘white igloo” at the 
school playground to make sure hunters 
would find the right area. Clue 18 came out 
and said Riverside Nature Center is the site 
of the gold. 

The 12 small medallions were found by 9 
different persons. Winning $30 gift certifi- 
cates were Dee Micek, Judy Sumner, Scott 
Wyskiel, Mike Wakeley, Paul Smith, Amy 
Wakeley, Pat Mestej, Monica Stephan Ash- 


_ ton, and Sherry Blaine. 


Clue 1 led Blaine to a medallion hanging 
around Smokey the Bear’s neck in front of 
city hall. Clue 2 led Stephan Ashton to a 
medallion on the city park wooden bridge. 
Clue 3 led Stephan Ashton to a medallion at 
the base of the water tower in the industrial 
park. Clue 4 led Stephan ashton to a medal- 
lion at Louie’s Landing. Stephan Ashton also

Salling Dam Repair 
Costs May Climb 
As High As *400,000

“Salling Dam on the upper reaches of the 
AuSable River mainstream may _ be 
replaced, removed, or left as is, and much of 
what happens could depend on how large an 
assessment residents who live around the 
impoundment are willing to accept. 

Granger Engineering of Gaylord has 
‘estimated that the cost of replacing the 
structure would be between $130,000 and 
$170,000 but the Department of Natural 
Resources has added some requirements 
that will raise that figure considerably. 

According to Crawford County 
Prosecuting Attorney John Huss, the DNR 
has stipulated that a water level control 


- device must be built at the bottom of the 


dam rather than at the top. The DNR wants 
to drain cold water from the bottom of the 
pond rather than warm water from the top. 

Huss also stated that the state. conser- 
vation department will require a ladder for 
the migration of the fish upstream. This, he 
told county commissioners recently, will 
mean that the cost may go as high as 
$400,000. 

The dam is actually the property of two 
families, Mrs, August £. Kotona and Mr. 
and Mrs. James F. Clark. 

Lt. Col. Norman Schmoock (ret.), a 
property owner on the pond and one who has 
taken an active part in the dam issue, 
questions whether his fellow owners will ac- 


’ cept an assessment sufficient to cover the 


total costs. He observed that if the DNR 
were to remove the dam, it would seriously 
affect property values. He said that some 
homes would be many feet away from the 
edge of what would be a small stream. He 
pointed out that some of the lots would have 
a Jong front lawn rather than a water front. 
He stated that he has talked to about 11 of 
the 35 persons around the pond and alrnost 
all of them have expressed a desire to leave 
the dam as is. 


According to Crawford County com- 


missioner Chairperson Garland ‘Bud’ 
Joyce, the commission has stated that they 
have no financial responsibility for the dam 
and that the construction costs are totally up 
to the property owners. He said that at the 
time -of their meeting last week, they ex- 
pressed a commitment for only the cost of 
the engineering survey. He emphasized 
that the county is in no financial position to 
aid in the construction. 

Huss has recommended to the com- 


“missioners that they ask the engineering 


firm to provide an estimate of the cost of the 
bottom level control device. Once that 
figure is added to the cost of the struction, 
he recommended that the property owners 
be provided the total cost and then be sur- 
veyed to determine their willingness to pay 
the assessment, 

The DNR contends that the dam is in very 
bad shape and must be replaced but some 
local governmental officials are saying that 
the state would like to remove that dam and 
the one in the center of Grayling. They point 
out comments by DNR representatives have 
openly favored the removals in order to 
allow a free flow of the river. It is contended 
that once this takes place the water will be 
much colder as it flows further down river.. 

Some years ago the DNR talked about 
removing the lower dam but local residents 


fought the issue and the matter was drop- 


ped. From time to time it has surfaced 
again as a comment by DNR represen- 
tatives. They have shown much more con- 
cern about dams in the past few years, 
especialy since many of them have collap- 
sed. In one instance a dam on the Pigeon 
River was drawn down too rapidly and 
created heavy siltation and fish kill down- 
stream. 

County commissioners have asked Huss 
to obtain an estimate from Granger 
Engineering on the cost of work required to 
obtain figures for the changes in the struc- 
ture required by the DNR. 


Snow Day Court Ruling 
Raises More Questions 


The Crawford AuSable School District is 
asking for a Michigan Department of Edu- 
cation ruling to clear up questions following 
a state Court of Appeals opinion concerning 
snow days, 

The state Board of Education sought 
court action to require the Houghton Lake 
Community Schools to make up six snow 
days last year. 

The Michigan Court of Appeals agreed 
with the Houghton Lake contention that a 
1984 state law only imposed a financial 
penalty for failure to hold 180 days of in- 
struction and the law did not make it a legal 
requirement to hold 180 days of school. 

The Court of Appeals opinion also said re- 
quirements governing the number of school 
days should come from the state Board of 
Education because the state legislature has 
no constitutional power to mandate the 
number of days of instruction a school dis- 
trict must provide, - 

The Court of Appeals opinion was author- 
ed by Judge Alton T, Davis, who issued the 
opinion with Judges R.B. Burns and R.S. 
Gribbs. Davis, the 46th Circuit Court Judge 
for Crawford, Otsego, and Kalkaska coun: 
ties, was serving as a visiting judge on the 
state Court of Appeals. 

Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds said unless the state legislature 


changes the law or the Dept. of Education 
changes regulations, it appears school dis- 
tricts can have the choice of making up 
snow days or pay a fine for each day missed. 

Crawford AuSable is asking for a Dept. of 
Education ruling to clear up the amount of 
the penalty. The state law says the fine for 
each day lost will be 1/180th of yearly state 
aid. 

“The question is what the state considers 
to be state aid,” said Reynolds. 

If the state considers the industrial facil- 
ities taxes and swamp taxes to be included 


‘as state aid, a fine of 1/180th could be high, 


he said. 

If state aid is just considered the educa- 
tional funds given directly to the schools, the 
fine could be less than $1,000 a day because 
Crawford AuSable is an out-of-formula dis- 
trict receiving little direct state aid. 

If the fine amounts to less than $1,000 a 
day, it would be less expensive for the dis-. 
trict to pay the fine and not make up the 
missed days, Reynolds said. He said the 
school board would have to consider the 
educational side of making up snow days as 
well as the financial side. 

“But some segment of our tourist com- 
munity would not be happy if we had to 
make up snow days,” said Reynolds.

Camp Grayling Winter 
Training Starts Feb. 7

Two weeks of summer 
training at Camp Grayling 
will be replaced by a winter 
program beginning Feb- 
ruary 7 for two units of the 
Michigan National Guard. 

According to Camp Gray- 
ling commander Col. 
Richard Schmidt, the two 
week winter program could 
eventually be the plan for as 
many as 3,000 state guards. 
The two units made up pri- 
marily of local personnel are 
the 1071st Maintenance Com- 
pany and the installation 
Support Unit (ISU). 

Lt. Tom Lamie, training 
officer for the ISU, said that 
about 250 men and women 
will be involved as the part- 
time: members back up full 
time personnel in carrying 
out vehicle repair, camp up- 


keep, range work and ser- - 


vice functions. He said that 
during the training program 
members might repair 
tanks or other vehicles in the 
outdoors. Some ISU guards 
will be working in logistics

‘fveraged 6.6 snow days a year. Because 
Crawford AuSable teachers are in the last 
Ojcar of a contract negotiated before the 1984 
law went into effect, the district does not 
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have to make up snow days this year. 

So far in this 1986-87 school year, Craw- 
ford AuSable has not had a snow day. The 
longest the district has gone without a snow 
day is until Feb. 23 during the 1976-77 school 
year.

Grateful For MPRC Range Funding Cut 


Being as this is an 
“opinion column’’, I wrote 
with that in mind and would 
invite others to do the same. 
Maybe I’m in a minority 
concerning Camp Grayling, 
but in listening to friends and 
neighbors, I sincerely doubt 
it. 

The Jan. 22, 1987, Avalan- 
che carried as its headline 
article, “Funding Cut for $13 
Million Dollar Range”’ by the 
U.S. Dept. of Defense. 

To this I would think all 
Crawford Countyites should 
be grateful and offer up a 
moment of silence (while we 
still have it). 

The 13 million dollars was 
going to be spent along with 
an additional 6 or 7 million 
for high tech cormputer 
target devices for a total of 
20 million plus on a multi- 
purpose training range 
(MPRC) for Camp Grayling, 
to be used in training ad- 
ditional helicopter crews 
with missiles, infantry with 
conventional weapons and 
TOW missiles, tanks, 
mechanized infantry, ar- 
tillery, engineers, and the 
new 120 M M tank gun along 


‘ with lasar devices for both 


armor and infantry. 
According to the article, 
$500,000.00 has already been 
spent in acquiring more lands 
to add to the 150,000 acres 
they already control (Just 
what Crawford County 
needs, more land off the tax 
base.) for this live firing 
range. Also, another 
$250,000.00 has been spent 


which is 35% of the design 
and engineering cost for this 
range. 

The Adjutant General of 
Michigan is now trying to 
bolster support for this year 
around project from our 18 
Mich. Representatives, 
Senators and Congressmen 
by making it sound like the 
people of Crawford County 
want and need it. To further 
aid in his quest for help, he 
has been soliciting other 
National Guard Generals: 
from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
Iowa to petition their 
Representatives, Senators 
and Congressmen etc. I 
suspect with this power 
house of beauracratic lob- 
byists all trying to promote 
Crawford County for their 
shoot-em-up war games, we 
don’t stand a prayer. Maybe 
they didn’t receive their 
funding this time, but you 
can bet they’ll keep trying, 
they didn’t get to be 
Generals by giving up easily.

This letter is a follow-up to 
our phone conversation 
regarding this matter on 
December 23rd, 1986. I am 
enclosing three documents 
for your perusal, which are 
designated as follows: 

Exhibit 1 - a Judgment 
from Hearing Officer James 
Neumann, bearing Docket 
#88427, and dated September 
Sth, 1985. 

Exhibit 2- A Summer Tax 
Notice for the subject 
property, issued for 1986. 

Exhibit 3 - The most recent 
Tax Bill for the subject 
property, heing the Winter 
Tax Bill for 1986. 

As you will note from the 
Judgment, I appealed the 
assessed valuation of 
$40,500, which was levied in 
and Mr. Neumann 
agreed with my position and 
reduced the assessment for 
the 1984 tax year to $36,518, 
and for the 1985 tax year to 
$36,250. I assumed that was 
where the matter came to 
rest, as I have had no other 
notices from Grayling 
Township of either a re- 


assessment or an increase in 
my valuation for tax pur- 
poses of any kind. Only 
when I received the Winter 
Tax Bill did I realize that the 
Assessor has, without notice 
or without any further 
hearing or activity on his 
part, raised the assessment 
back up to $40,500. In 
researching this matter, it is 
apparent that he first raised 
the assessment to $40,500 in 
the Summer Tax Bill of 1986, 
which I paid, not realizing 
what had happened. 

I have spoken with Mr. 
Elekonich, -the Township 
Assessor, about this, and it is 


his position that the reduc- 


tion in assessed valuation 
granted by Mr. Neumarin 
only applied to 1984 and 1985, 
and, once those reductions 
had been granted, the 
Assessor is free to resume 
taxes based on his initial 
assessed valuation of 
$40,500, without the need for 


_any additional appraisal, or 


the opportunity to be heard. 
I do not understand that 
position, and believe it to be 


wrong. 
Even if I accepted Mr. 
Elekonich’s reasoning that 
he is entitled to go back to 
the assessment in 1984 and 
assess taxes on that basis, it 
seems to me that the 
Hearing Officer ordered the 
Township to correct the 
rolls, to reflect a 1984 
assessment of $36,518, and a 
1985 assessment & $36,250. 
It doesn’t seem to me that 
the .Tax Assessor can 
overrule the Judgment of the 
Tax Tribunal’s Hearing Of- 
ficer, absent some new proof 
or indicia of increased value 
of the property. (i.e., What 
he would be ‘‘going back to”’ 
should be the corrected and 
reduced assessment.) 
Assuming that he would at- 
tempt to make such a 
showing, then I would be 
able to either object to it or 
not. As things stand at the 
moment, I have been subject 
to an increase in my 
valuation and taxes, without 
Notice, without any oppor- 
tunity for a hearing on the 
matter, and it appears to me 


directly in contravention of 
the Judgment of the Tax 
Tribunal Hearing Officer 
back in September of 1985. 

This amounts to taxation by 
ambush, which I do not 
believe is good policy or good 
government. Ry 


It is my intent to go for- 
ward and pay the 1986 Win- 
ter Tax as assessed for tax 
purposes, but I do so under 
protest, as delineated in this 
letter. My position would be 
the same for the 1986 Sum- | 
mer Taxes, had I realized - 
what had occurred. 

I appreciate your attention 
to this matter, and if there is 
anything further that I need — 
do in order to perfect an ap- 


‘peal or this objection, I 


would appreciate it if you 
would inform me.

Please, allow me _ to 
respond to your recent letter 
as it appeared in the Avalan- 
che 1-28-87 regarding safety 
of our children. True, as our 
property taxes well testify, 
thousands of dollars are 
being spent on our school 
systems. Also, as seems an 
American trait, many of 
those “thousands” may not 
be being spent in the wisest 
of ways, depending on in- 
dividual points of view. 

Fortunately, you, myself, 
and all other past and 
present generations enjoy a 
society which provides us 
the GUARANTEE of an 
equal chance for Public 
Education. That it is costly 
becomes a_ little less 
significant when one realizes 


that the structure providing. 


the educational guarantee 
also guarantees the 
provision for freedom of 
speech, This FREEDOM 
has never come cheap, there 
are those who have paid a 
price far steeper than either 
youor I]. 

As the State’s Attorney 
General, Frank Kelly, in his 
infinite wisdom, several 
years ago removed the 
financial! expense and 
responsibility of School 
Crossing Guards from 
School districts, placing 
them under the Governmen- 
tal Unit within which the 


school crossings are located, 


you have — unknowingly 
“ZINGED” the wrong unit of 
Government. I am surprised 
that in your talks with school 
people you were not made 
aware of this fact. 

In our society we must 
have guidelines (rules, 
regulations, laws etc.) to 
enable uniformity and 
safety. The basis for 
education is to teach our 
young generations these 
principles. To this end the 
Crawford AuSable School 
Administration forms safety 
rules to be adhered to by 
students, as well as parents 
of students. Each year the 
Elementary Principal sends 
information home with 
students to their respective 
parents, indicating what 
safety regulations are to be 
for the coming school year. 

The particular point in 
question, expressed in your 
article, being a major safety 
rule, I would then propose, 
was for purposes of safety 
and uniformity and 8:20 
A.M./11:45 A.M. were ap- 
parently felt best suited for 
this end. With parental 
cooperation there should be 
little if any problem with 
these scheduled times. It 
seems unlikely that the 
Principal would establish a 
rule causing conflict with 
school meals or bus 
scheduling. In the spirit of 
cooperation and adherence 
to these rules the crossing 
Guard has been instructed 
not to be on station prior to 
the designated times. 


Regarding the Friday, 
January 23rd, incident men- 
tioned, in discussing this 
with the crossing Guard, the 
student in question did ap- 
proach the crossing and was 
made to wait (while the 
crossing guard was 
preparing for duty). As your 
article points out, it was not 
yet 11:45 a.m. (regulation 
time), for this reason only 
was why the crossing guard 
was not prepared and why 
the student was required to 
wait. 

You are very correct, it is 
time to let school officials 
know that parents expect 
student safety, to and from 
school. Concerned also is the 
Grayling City Government, 
as is evident by the im- 


provement and snow 
clearing of sidewalks in 
areas of high traffic. 


Grayling City Ordinance 
No. 14 Article IL] Sections 2/6 
provide that residents 
having. sidewalks which ad- 
join their property shali not 
let them fall into disrepair 
and shall be kept free of 
debris or obstructions of any 
kind (snow accumulation in- 
cluded). This opportunity 
would be taken to ask safety 
conscious parents/residents, 
are your sidewalks in com- 
pliance? 

Bob, in closing I would 
submit that good crossing 
guards are scarce, for- 
tunately we have a very 
dedicated and safety con- 
scious crossing guard. Even 
more difficult to find is a 


good substitute to help out in 
case of sickness or absence. | 
Should you wish to help there 
is always an_ opening, 
however, the hours are few, 
weather unpredictable, 


and—the complaints are 
many. a

One of the most common 
. questions fielded by Conser- 
vation Officers has to do with 
their authority to enter upon 
and patrol private property. 
Michigan statutory and case 
law have traditionally 
allowed great leeway to of- 
ficers in the enforcement of 
fish and wildlife protection 
statutes. This is because of 
our concept that fish and 
game are public property, 
despite free movement 
across public or private lands 
or waters. 

Laws, court decisions, and 
Attorney General opinions 
clearly indicate that a Con- 
servation Officer may enter 
upon private property for 
patrolling or investigating

Doodles From me Tall Timber 


Even though we are 
essentially in the middle of 
winter and at the time I’m 
writing this we are awaiting 
the arrival of a winter storm, 
spring is not far away. With 
the arrival of spring will 


‘come two types of conditions 


that may make driving or 
even walking hazardous. 
When cold and, warm air 
meet there is the likelihood 
of fog forming. Fog may be 
thought of as a ground level 
cloud formed when water 
vapor in the air condenses 
into minute droplets. What 
we call ground fog which 


~ sometimes forms thin layers 


comes about when the 
ground cools at night which 
in turn cools any damp air 


aboveit. 


Probably the most serious 
situation for man and wild- 
life is the ice storm. If tem- 
peratures do not moderate 
soor after the formation of 
the ice, you are all aware of 
the possible consequences. 


Ice forms when the temper- 
atures of the ground, trees, 
highways, or whatever are 
below freezing and a light 
rain falls from a_ passing 
warm front. The moisture 
may range from a mist to a 
definite rain, but whatever 
form it takes it freezes 
almost immediately upon 
contact.

Agnes Sanford is a very 
popular name identified with 
the use of “visualization” 
and ‘‘healing of memories” 
in the church. Dave Hunt 
and T.A. McMahon in their 
book, “The Seduction of 
Christianity” give much his- 
torical data concerning this 
woman. She instructs pas- 
tors, doctors, nurses and 
others in “‘inner healing”’ at 
her ‘School of Pastoral 
Care.”’ Bible believers will 
remember, “Let your 
women keep silent in the 
churches: for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak; 


but they are commanded to - 


be under obedience, as also 
saith the law.’ (I Cor. 
14:34). “But I suffer not a 
woman to teach, nor to usurp 
authority over the man, but 
to be in silence.” (I Tim. 
2:12). Women preachers are 
not biblical, and therefore 
not called to preach by the 
God of the Bible. 
Nevertheless, Sanford is 
respected as a “sound 
church woman’’ who is one 
of the largest promoters of 
the Teilhardian philosophy, 
and occultism in the church 
today. Hunt and McMahon 
reported how Sanford: be- 
lieved she through ‘‘visuali- 
zation” could ‘‘zap a unsus- 
pecting person with powerful 
thoughts and change him on 
the spot, even forgiving his 
sins and setting him free 
without speaking a word.” 
Sanford has said, ‘After a 
few months of practice, I 
found that I could influence

forth. It was like writing and 
staging a play, and seeing 
the picture that one had 
created in mind come to pass 
on the stage. We are indeed 
made in His image...He is 
first of all a Creator — and so 
are we,”

Mrs. Sanford, who was a 
pantheist, tells of her ‘‘bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost”’ that 
came ‘‘through the sun and 
the waters in the lake and 
the wind in the pine trees.” 
She makes no clear distinc- 
tion between truth and error 
in her writings. Her occult 
shamanism is evident in her 
public instructions of prayer 
to her, “It is no longer poss- 
ible for me to do this work 
(of prayer) individually, 
person to person, for the 
field has grown too wide. The 
Lord has therefore guided 
me to a broader and more 
subtle way of power. It baf- 
fles me in a way, because I 
cannot tell what my spirit 
does and whither it goes.
